TUonnaud ItatlouN a Hay Iit»ucd In 


Guantanaiuo* 


Manzanillo, Oct. 11 —The suttsrlr^s 


ef the Cubans in and around Guant*!- 
namo havo been very great. Over 1000 
rations per day are issued to them, but 
many who are in the dlreat need are 
unable to Bo to the city to recelve'relicf, 
owing to their being entirely without 
clothing. A supply of the latter was 
received a ehoft time since—tome 1,100 
pairs of drawers and 200 undershirts—. 
but tins scarcely Alls the bill. 


There is a remedy for this suffering 


quite apart from the charity of the 
United States government, ana that 
would be the resumption of operations 
by the sugar planters. They, however, 
will do nothing until a stable form of 
government Is IJrmly established. With- 
in a radAs of 25 miles there are Invested 
$115,000,000 in sugar estates. Some of 
these estates have machinery worth 
over >1,000,000, yet nearly all are idh?, 
though It is, time for planting and farm 
work. The planters «ay that If they 
had a guarantee even for two year's 
from the American government of the 
non-interference of the Cubans they 
would start up and put nearly 20.000 men 
to worh. The trouble Is that many prom- 
inent 
Cubans have threatened that 


these properties will be confiscated on 
account oi the sympathy shown by the 
proprietors tew ard the BponJsh govern- 
ment; and »nt)I American protection IB 
guaranteed 
no more money will be 


spent. 


Business la in a state of stagnation. 


People are afraid that lh> a spirit of re- 
prisal the Cuban officials will go in for a 
wholesale confiscation and heavy fines. 
Until this question has been definitely 
settled th» industries at that part of 
Cuba will remain at a standstill. 


Colonel Hay does not believe In the 


policy of g«nding volunteers to a con- 
quered country; for, in the first place, 
the men enlisted to fight, and now that 
the war Is over they wish to be disband- 
ed; and in the second place they have 
no military future and are therefore de- 
sirous to return to their accustomed 
occupation*. Not a day goes by with- 
out Colonel Ray receiving numerous ap- 
plications far discharge.

Washington, Oct. Jl.—Wide circula- 


tion has been given to the story originat- 
ing at th« annual encampment of the G. 
A. H. in Cincinnati that "the commis- 
sioner of pensions had called his chiefs 
together and Instructed them to disre- 
gard totally every apllcatlon based on 
deafness and rheumatism in the adju-

The commissioner authorizes the fol- 


lowing statement: "First—No such In- 
structions were given

deafness, the present medical referee 
the bureau. Dr. J. F. Raub, a prominent

Under the 
terms of the agreement the selling 
of print cloths is to be placed in the 
hands of two men and they will act 
under instructions given by the manu- 
facturers to be selected by the associ- 
ation.

the examination, replied that It wa* to 
ehow what- the dMCerent bureaus of the 
war department had done, nod boW they 
did It, and he thought the Inquiry ven 
pertinent. To this Mr. Itoweil respond- 
ed: "The proper men from whom ti, 
secure thl« Information are'the officert- 
who supplied the equipment."

the requisitions There was a shortage 
in coffee and sugar, which continued fer 
two or three days. It was due to the dif- 
ficulty in landing supplies because of 
the hign surf at Slboney. All the rations 
JK ere good, but In some cases the hard 
Eread would be Injured by sudden sho^\ - 
ers 
When this happened the bread WEE 


thrown a»lBs and not Issued. After E! 
Peso was reach«3 the officers were sup- 
plied with the same rations that were 
given the men. Thl0 was against the 
law, as rations are not supplied to offi- 
cers but the emergency made the dis- 
tribution to them necessary. 


Major Gallagher said there was one 


instance when the canned roast beef 
spoiled, and It was destroyed. 
Romt 


potatoes, onions and tomatoes were also 
thrown an ay at Santiago for the same 
reason. 


There was a shortage of lighters, but 


the major was not abte to say why this 
was so. Speaking of the facilities for 
landing the men In Cuba, he expressed 
th« opinion that if the war were to be 
fought over again a large supply of 
lighters should be furnished. In addi- 
tion to the American army the refugees 
were also fed. Ito effort was made to 
give the full ration, but articles were 
sent to them aa could be spared from our 
own troops. He thought enough was 
given to supply 2800 men. After hu 
depot was located at Santiago there was 
no shortage. While at this point the 
Spanish prisoners were also supplied 
from the general depot, as were some of 
the cltiiens of the place.

opinion as to the ration, Major Gallagher 
sold It had too Much meat III It for a trop- 
ical climate, tffae men ooemed to demand 
more tomatoes ana rice than they re- 
ceived. 
On^one occasion It had be«n 


necessary to Issue green coffee to men 
on the firing lines, but the Issue had only 
been for a day, and the emergency was 
unavoidable.

FUNERAL&IN LISBON. 


PttUNc JUICE IN WH1$KY. 


It Bfdlteji New Liquor TdBt« «• It It 


Had Been UeUoWeft by Aff«. 


If ono looks over the advertisements in 


the iiewspwers devoted to the interests of 
the liquor trade, his curiosity is likely to 
be aroused by seeing many advertisements 
of pruoe juloe for sale. As prune juice in 
not among the things whioh the barroom 
offers to Itfl patrons, the person of inquir- 
ing mind ifl naturally led to wonder why 
it la advertised and what pait it plays in 
tha preparation of aloohollo beverages.

artificial moans the ripe, mellow flavor 
whioh otherwise oomes Only with age. 16 
is an undeniable fact that a good prune 
juice will transform a rough, new whisky 
into a smooth, palatable liquor, while it 
would puazle oven an expert to decide 
that its mellowness had not been acquired 
by age. 


"Naturally any material whioh produces 


such results is 6 valuable aid to blenders, 
and consequently there Is a vast quantity 
of it used annually, though there are 
many who prefer to use lualaga, sherry, 
peach extracts or some other compound, 
but one feels safe in saying that the users 
of Pfuno Juico are in a majority. 


"Then are several New York firms en- 


gaged 14 the manufacture of prune juice, 
whiln others import it from Europe. The 
basis of all the better brands of prune 
juiee is a light fermented wine, to which 
are added curtain proportions of sugar 
sirup and prune extract, with sufficient 
high proof spirit to bring tha mixture up 
to the desired alcoholic strength and color- 
ing matter to give it the proper shade. 
Some manafaoturere also use certain 
chemicals, regarding the properties and 
effects of which they main tain a profound 
secrecy, each claiming for the article 
which they produce a-superiority over all 
otheip. 


"However, the object of all is the same 


—viz, to supply a blending wine which 
will, with the least possible reduction in 
the proof, glva to new whiskies the boa<}uot I 
of «ged goods." 


Breathing? and Malaria. 


The iin&ortance of guarding against 


aerial transmission of malaria is shown 
by tho personal observations of Dr. Mau- 
rcl. In Africa he had spent nights trjunp- 
ing in the marshes without suffering the 
least inconvenience, while his assistants 
suffered from chills, merely because they 
did not seem to be able, literally speaking, 
to keep their mouths shut. He absolutely 
refrained from talking, so as to allow none 
of tho miasmatic air to roach his lungs 
through the mouth, the nasal passages, as 
is well known, acting as a sterilizing ap- 
paratus through the destructive action of 
the nasal secretions upon atmospheric or- 
ganisms.—Exchang*.

TM8 POOR RINT COFFINS FOR THE 


JOUftNKV TO THE GRAVE. 


After t»» Bo4y !• T.fcr*. Oat •«• 


Cosml*B*4 to the Earth th* Bsaatr 
Box 1m Hetara«d to Its Owa«r to Be 
U««a Over Mid Over A«aia. 


"The burial ouitoms of the Spanish as 


seen In Ouba are In some respouU much 
like thosa of Portugal,'' said a former res- 
ident of Portugal. "The poor there, like 
the poor tn Spain, economize on funeral 
expenses bj waking one coffin serve for a 
mi in bur of fnnornlu in succession. In UH 
bon at least the coffin Is usually a very 
substantial piece of work, covered with 
rod leather and freely studded with brasi 
nulls. Itn lid le attached with hingos, HO 
that the coffin opens and shuts llkoa large 
trunk. Ot course thoj^lllng price of an 
article like this wotufl bo beyond tho 
means of tiny poor family, but the rent 
for ono day Is comparatively small. 


"When a funeral procession reaches tho 


grave in the great Prozeres yuiietery, just 
outside of Lisbon, the underlakor'd moil, 
instead of lowering tho coffin, open its lid, 
take out tho corpse and lower it into its 
last resting place. The empty coffin is loft 
there until a Qallogo takes it back to its 
owner after tlio mourners have retired. 


* "These Qallegos, by tho way, natives of 


Golioia iu Spain, do all the work of por- 
ters 111 Liibon. H you ask a native Portu- 
guese servant to curry a parcel or a valise 
through tbe'f trcets, he wlti answer you in 
a tone of offended dignity, 'You cbaroar 
um Gal logo' (I will go and call a <3ul- 
logo), for no native Portuguese would be 
fceon carrying a load of any kind to public. 


"These Galtagos have no objection to 


carrying a load, even when the load is a 
recently vacated coffin. 
That is the kind 


of work they come to Lisbon for, BO that 
in their old ago they may go across tho 
frontier to Gallcla and live on their sav- 
ings. And one little incident that hap- 
pened while I was In Lisbon showed how 
little impression superstitions regarding 
death make on the Gallego mind. The 
city of Lisbon collected toll on goods 
brought within its limits, and there were 
guards at the different gates of tho city to 
sea that nothing was smuggled in. 


"One very rainy afternoon the guard at 


the Prazeres gate glanced along the road 
that leads to tho cemetery and eaw a aus- 
picious looking package lying on the 
ground close under the wall on one side. 
There was not a living being in sight. 
The guard thought Le had detected a plot. 
Be thought tout that package, whatever 
it might be, had been left there under tho 
wall by smugglers, who were no doubt 
sheltered somewhere in Its neighborhood 
and watching their opportunity to rush it 
through the gate as eoon as the rain held 
up a little. So the active and intelligent 
officer got bis ilttle swotfd ready to draw at 
a moment's notice, and, regardless of the 
downpuur, advanced along the road to sur- 
prise and apprehend the smugglers, or, at 
least, their goods. 


"When 1 got to within SO yards of the 


suspicious object, be made out through the 
rum that the case oU the ground was of a 
red color and studded all over with brass 
nails. That discovery startled him a lit- 
tie, but the next moment he was utterly 
demoralized at seeing the lid of the coffin 
fly open and a disheveled bead thrust it- 
Eel f out, its eyes startbg wildly. Without 
waiting to draw bis sword or challenge the 
apparition, the guard faced about and re- 
treated at a run. When he reached the 
gate, he called his comrades to come and 
see tho abandoned corpse that had burst 
open its coffin on the wayside. The force 
seized their carbines and paraded under 
shelter of the archway, but what they saw 
was only a very bedraggled Gallego tramp- 
ing toward them, carrying an empty coffin 
on hia back. 


"On examination the Gallego deposed 


that, being overtaken by the rain on his 
way from tho cemetery, he had shut him- 
self up in toe colQn to keep dry and wait 
for fairer weather, but, whan he heard foot- 
steps stealthily approaching, he began to 
be afraid that some one was coming to 
play a trick and lock him up. That waa 
why he bad so suddenly thrust his head 
out and stared. He was no corpse, but an 
honest, hardworking Gallego. As for 
the coffin, the sonorea guards might look 
for themselves and see that it was empty. 


*' There seems to be a certain morbid 


fondness far what may be called playing 
with the dead in Portugal. They seem to 
take a peculiar delight in dressing up 
their dead and exposing them to public 
view. I happened to be present at the 
solemn requiem of a cardinal patriarch of 
Lisbon, when tho corpae, dressed in full 
canonicals, was placed in a half sitting 
posture to face the crowd In the nave of 
the cathedral, and I thought at the time 
t. at the interment ought to have taken 
place sooner. 


"Ono fine Sunday afternoon in spring I 


was strolling along one of the main thor- 
oughfares of Lisbon when the shouts and 
merry chatter of a lot of little boys and 
girls attracted my attention to a Bide 
street. The children, all nicely dressed, 
were coming dowu the side street at a 
brisk walk, evidently interested in some- 
thing that was being carried along by 
three or four of them When they reached 
the corner, I saw that tho center of inter- 
est was a vary ^mall brass studded coffin. 
The lid was open, and I could son the lit- 
tle flower docked and bedizened corpse in- 
side of it. 
"Another time I mistook tho corpse of 


a child on its way to the grove for a waxen 
imago of the Madonna being carried in 
procession. It was a little dead girl beau- 
tifully dressed in white satin and wearing 
a white veil ufta white flowers. The littlo 
body had bouu made to elt up In a chair 
which four boys wore carrying on tboir 
fihouIUors. Tho bearers and the other 
children in the procession wore white rib- 
bons and wJiito flowers, all emblematic of! 
innocence ami happy confidence that tha 
soul of their little friend was in paradise." 
—Now York Sun.

Now, as you know, I 
had as tough a time dowci there at Santi- 
ago as any one who took his turn on the 
firing line. I was hungry and wet as 
many times as you were, but nobody 
oould help it, and I knew I might expect 
that sort of thing when I went into the 
army. It's always so In war, and so it al- 
ways will* be, and soldiers have got to 
make up their minds to the facts as they 
are. And I say our boys as a whole have 
taken their medicine in as manly style as 
any soldiers erer did, but to hear fellows 
like .you sing their songs folks would 
think wo boys were a pack of children. 


"Now, I'll tell yon what I'm going to 


do. If I can get up on my feet a minute, 
I'm going to hit you one for fair right 
over tho eye, and then I'm going to throw 
yon right out of this tent. Say, I've got 
a brother in the navy, and he came to 
visit me yesterday, and he didn't do a 
thing all the time he was here but guy 
the army because, as he said, we soldiers 
were everlastingly a-kicklng."

of two wounds, though, of course, he In- 
flicted no serious hurts. Be made so much 
noiso at his task, however, that a platoon 
of nurses appeared OB the scene in time to 
prevent him from throwing his victim out 
of the tent.

Handling; Fever Patients. 


Although the wounded soldiers in the 


Now York hospitals «ro now nearly nil re 
covered, there are still many fever pa- 
ticuta whose sufferings arc complicated 
with delirium, in whioh ail the horrors of 
tho campaign pass and ropass before their 
mental vision. Curiously enoiigh, those 
patients can bo muoii bettor cared for in 
pairs than otherwise, and whenever possi- 
ble they are pltoed in adjoining cots. 
When this is done, each Is privately In- 
formed that the other Is subject to de- 
lirium and that when attacked therewith 
he is liable to get oat of bed, thus lessen- 
ing the chances of recovery materially. 
Having made this clour to the patient, tho 
Burro explains further: 


"Now, 
If you will watch yonr aonirado 


Closely and try to keep him from losing 
himself or overexerting himself, yon will 
help us all very nraoh. Besides, you may 
in that way be tho means of saving the 
poor fellow's life." 


As tho reader will perceive, the real ob- 


ject of this plan is to prevent delirium in 
tho watchor, nnd in several Instances of 
which the writer has hoard the result has 
bct>n highly gratifying. In ono ease two 
men who hod been delirious almost con- 
stantly for days were set to watching each 
other, and the responsibility of having to 
look out for the otliur kept delirium away 
from each Irani that time on.

Canon on Mnrrlag* and Dlvoro*. 


Washington, Oct. 11.—The marriage 


and divorce canon under consideration 
by the Episcopalian bishops yesterday 
was as follows: 


Section 1—No minister shall solemnize 


a marriage the parties to which are with- 
in the degrees of consanguinity and affin- 
ity defined in the 18th chapter of the 
book. Leviticus. 


Sec. 2—It shall be the duty of the min- 


ister to admonish.the people from time 
to time that the church discountenances 
clandestine marriage. No minister «h»li 
solemnize the /marriage of any person 
who is a minor under the law of the place 
of marriage, unless the parent or guar- 
dian of such minor is present, or shall 
nave given written concent to the mar- 
riage, or Is permanently resident in a 
foreign country. No minister shall sol- 
emnize a marriage except in the presence 
of at least two witnesses, himself or the 
witnesses being personally acquainted 
With tlit? parties. E\ery minUUi o£ the 
church shall at the time of th*marriage 
record In the register of the parish in 
which the marriage takes place thf 
name, birthplace, ajre and residence of 
each party, and such record shall be 
signed by the minister who performs the 
ceremony and by at least two witnesses 
of the marriage. 


Sec. 3—No minister of the church shall 


solemnize the marriage of either party 
to a divorce during the lifetime of the 
other, party.
